However, the instant invention differs from the prior art in that the claimed compounds 
have the following chemical structure:

W represents O or S 

, which contains various chemical moieties: two ether groups and/or one ether group 
and one sulfur , an extra phenyl group, etc. in the core structure of the claimed compounds. 
Therefore, the prior art does not disclose the claimed compounds at all. In addition, unless all 
limitations of the claims are met, there is no prior art rejection. See In re Zurko 59 USPQ 2d 
1690 (Fed Cir. 1991) and In re Lee , 61 USPQ 1430 (Fed Cir. 1991). 

Therefore, the claimed invention would not have been obvious to the person with an 
ordinary skill in the art .
